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No. 626, S.] [Published August 11, 1949,
CHAPTER 626.

AN ACT to amend 20.07 (5) and 139.28 (2) of the statutes, relating to apportionment of
liquor taxes.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senale and assembly, do enact as
follows:

Section 1. 20.07 (5) of the statutes is amended to read:

20.07 (5) Semiannually on July 1 and January 1, one-half of all revenues derived
during the preeeding 6 months from the occupational tax on intoxieating liquors imposed
in section 139.26, * * * subjcct Lo the provisions of seciion 139.88, to be paid to the
cities, towns and villages in accordance with the provisions of section 139.28. Certifica-
tion of the amounts due to the several cities, towns and villages shall be made by the
*F K commissioner of tawation.

SeetioN 2. 139.28 (2) of the statutes is amended to read:

139.28 (2) After * * * gn amount equal to the sum of the appropristion wade
by section 20.09 (10)) as ereated by Chapter 360, Laws of 1949 and appropriations supple-
menting 20.00 (10), and the cost of aleohol studies conducted by the public welfere de-
partment vnder section 20.17 (1) (@) has heen set aside, one-half of the halance of all
revenues derived from the oeeupational tax on intoxieating liquors =hall be wutilized for
veterans’ housing as preseribed in section 20.02 (13) (a), and the :«miining half shall be
distributed to the cities, towns and villages and shall be used by them to reduce the tax
on general property. Such distribution to loeal units of government shail he made semi-
annnally and all cities, towns and villages shall share therein in proportion to their
population in the last federal census.
